AMENDMENTS TO HOUSE BILL 929, AS AMENDED
(Third Reading File Bill)

AMENDMENT NO. 1
Strike in their entirety the Judicial Proceedings Committee Amendments
(HB0929/638777/1).

AMENDMENT NO. 2
On page 1 of the bill, in line 2, strike “Motor Vehicles — Speed Monitoring

Systems — Local Jurisdictions” and substitute “Vehicle Laws — Speed Monitoring and

Work Zone Speed Control Systems”; strike beginning with “standards” in line 5 down

through “jurisdictions” in line 24 and substitute “definition of “recorded image” for
purposes of provisions related to speed monitoring systems and work zone speed

control systems; requiring that certain time—stamped images of a motor vehicle

provide sufficient information to show the progression of the motor vehicle;

establishing that a speed monitoring system placed in a school zone may be placed in a

school zone established only for an elementary or a secondary school; requiring a

certain calibration check to be performed quarterly rather than annually; prohibiting

the quarterly calibration check of a speed monitoring system or a work zone speed

control system from being performed by certain persons:; altering certain prohibitions

to provide that the fee of a contractor that administers and processes civil citations

issued as a result of violations recorded by a speed monitoring system or a work zone

speed control system may not be contingent on the number of citations issued or paid:

and generally relating to speed monitoring systems and work zone speed control
systems”.

On page 2 of the bill, in line 3, after “21-809” insert “(a)(4), (b)(1)(vi) and (4), and
(1) and 21-810(a)(4). (b)(6). and (1)”.
